“The former Chief Justice is 
slightly weaker,” the announce- 
ment said. “He is able to take 
very little nourishment. There is 
no decided change in his condition 
since yesterday.” 

The bulletin was signed by Dr. 
Francis Hagner and Dr. Thomas 
Clayton. 

After a noon visit, Dr. Francis 
Hagner said when he entered the 
room Taft recognized him and 
that the famous Taft smile had en- 
veloped the features. Taft was, 
however, unable to speak. 

Doctors Hagner and Claytor an- 
nounced at 2:20 o’clock this after- 
noon that there had been no 
change in the former President’s 
condition since this morning. 

Two of the first persons to visit 
the Taft home togay were Paul 
Claudel, Ambassador of France, 
and an attache of the British em- 
bassy who acted as representative 
of the British empire in the ab- 
sence from Washington of an Am- 
bassador of that nation.

Six days after “Toots” Clark died 
of bullet wounds inflicted by. un- 
identified gunmen, Cleaners, Dyers 
and Pressers’' Union No. 17,920, in 
connection with which Clark him- 
self admitted having made many 
enemies, ceased to function as a la- 
bor organization and at present is 
a union by virtue of charter only. 

Clark, whose name appeared as 
Edward L.; financial secretary and 
business agent, on stationery of the 
union, died Feb. 9 at Missouri Bap- 
tist Hospital On Feb. 15 the 
working -.agreement, which il 
cleaning concerns had continued to 
honor in face of a vigorous open 
shop movement by other cleaners, 
expired and was not renewed. 


Clark’s death and the expiration | 


of the union agreement brought.to 
a dramatic climax within the 
space of a week a three-year fight 
to unlonize the cleaning industry 
here. Strikes, bombings, . shoot- 
ings, extortion and assaults were 
matters of frequent police inves- 
tigation. Clark was questioned in 
connection with these activities, 
and was tried and acquitted on a 
charge of extorting $2500 from a 
nonunion cleaner. 
10 Firms Broke Away. 

Although Clark was_ocprable to 
prevent 10 wholesale cleaning con- 
cérns from breaking the..existing 
contract and operating as open 
shops, there are those among his 
late followers who think that 
“Toots could have held things to- 
gether had he lived.” 

Included in this group ts Joseph 
Quinn, former chauffeur for a 
cleaning establishment, to whom 
Clark relinquished the position of 
financial secretary and business 
agent when the employers, who 
wanted open shop conditions, ex- 
plained. “we are tired of dealing 
with union leaders” —meaning 
Clark. 

Quinn’s brief direction of the or- 
ganization was orderly and he 
hopes to reorganize the union, but 
admits it will be a difficult job. 

The price war, which was start- 
ed by both retail and wholesale 
cleaners just prior to the open shop 
movement in the wholesale ranks. 
heiped to bring about the present 
situation with reference to the 
union. 

When the price for cleaning a 
suit of clothes fell from $1.50 to 
less than a dollar, and in some 
places to one-third of the former 
price, employers, who had re- 
mained loyal to the union. ex- 
plained that they could no longer 
meet the wage and working de- 
mands of organized labor. 


Cause of Break-up. 

The breakup of the union fol- 
lowed immediately upon the _ re- 
fusal of the 11 previously _loyai 
employers to renew the union 
agreement. Many of the 700 mem- 
bers of the union had been forced, 
through lack of funds, to accept 
the jobs offered in the open shop 
plants, Quinn said to a Post-D%s- 
patch reporter today, and the funds 
of the organization had been ex- 
hausted through the payment of 
$17,000 in strike benefits in the 
period from Nov. 2 until Feb. 15. 

With no funds and no union 
cleaning establishments there was 
no alternative, but to close the 
offices at 4064 Qlive street, order 
the telephone disconnected, and 
cease to function. Quinn: has es- 
tablished headquarters in a soft 
drink establishment at 4700: Spald- 
ing avenue, and has called a meet- 
ing of the 350 workers whose 
names are still carried on the 
union roster for next Tuesday 
night.

The result was a colorful story 
of action behind the scenes, in- 
cluding the swapping of votes, 
the building of “backfires” 
against recalcitrant Senators and 
recommendations for the pur- 
chasing of various kinds of influ- 
ence. Among those whose names 
were drawn into the story were 
President Hoover, with whom the 
leader of the oll lobby had lunch

ton Fish Jr. (Rep.) New York, to- 
day asked for support in the House 
of his resolution opposing the rec- 
ognition of the Union of Soviet Se- 
cialist Republics. 


Fish is a member of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committce. He re- 
cently introduced a resolution 
which condemned “‘the persecution 
and outrages inflicted on the Chris- 
tian and Jewish subjects of Soviet 
Russia.”’ The resolution would “ex- 
press the sense of the Congress” 
that recognition of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment was incompatible with the 
traditions and institutions of this 
country until religious persecution 
in that country had ceased. 

Fish addtd the attack of the So- 
viet Government against’ the 
church and clergy was not only 
against them and the people who 
desired religious worship, “but 
against God and all who profess 
religious Lelief.” 

Purpose of Resolution. 

The purpose of his resolution, 
Fish said, was to arouse public 
opinion in the United States and to 
unite all nations in an effort to 
persuace the Soviet Government to 
revoke decrees “against the free- 
dom of worship and the practice of 
religious belief.” 

Asserting that the “Communist 
party in 1929 had begun a relent- 
less campaign to uproot and de- 
stroy not only the Orthodox Rus- 
sian Church, but every semblance 
of religious belief among Jews, 
Catholics and Protestants,” Fish 
said the persecution against men, 
women and children for “maintuin- 
ing their faith in God has had no 
equal since the 30-year war.’ 

- He asserted he did not dispute 
the right of. the Soviet to estab- 
lish anv form of @overnment de- 
sired without any interference 
from other nations, but said 
“when it comes to a question of 
the destruction of all churches and 
religious institutions and the exe-

British Army Forbidden to Hold 
Prayer Services for Russia,

LONDON, Feb. 28.—While inter- 
¢cessions for Russian  religionists 
will be offered in churches in 
Great Britain, March 16 and 19, 
in response to the appeal of relig- 
ious bodies, the War Office was in- 
structed that it is undesirable that 
this be done at army religious, 
services. 

The following letter has been 
sent to the general officers of the 
British Army at home and abroad: 

“] am commanded by the Army 
founcil to inform you that his 
Majesty's Government, in view of 
the political character the con- 
troversy has assumed, deem it is 
undesirable that intercessory pray- 
ers for Russian subjects should be 
read at a religious service in the 
army.’ 

The letter was signed by A. J. 
Creedy, Undersecretary of War. 

A message also has been sent to 
all ships and establishments of the 
British Navy saying that the order 
for services for Russian Christians 
made by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury does not apply to the navy. 
It was pointed out that service 
aboard ship are semi-compulsory, 
and that it was considered yneuit- 
able for holding services of this 
kind.

SHIP IN LONG ISLAND SOUND 


Simon Lake Thinks Vessel With 
$4,000,000 for British Soldiers 
Sank There.

MILFORD, Conn., Feb. 28.—- 


Simon Lake, inventor of numerous 
submarine devices, plans to spend 
a considerable part of this summer 
searching the floor of Long Island 
Sound in the vicinity of Hell Gate 
for $4,000,000 in gold thought to 
have sunk with a pay ship sent to 
America by the British during the 
Revolutionary War. 

“If it’s there, I’ll find it,’’ Lake 
said.

YOUNG TREES DAMAGED 
IN UNUSUAL WINTER 


Rabbits and Field Mice Fed on 
Bark During Periods of 
Ice and Snow. 


Rabbits and field mice damaged 
shrubbery and young trees gener- 
ally throughout the State in the 
unusual winter periods of ice and 
snow, H. L. Seaton, St. Louis Coun- 
ty Assistant Farm Agent, assigned 


to horticultural crops, said today. 

The bark of trees up to six years 
old, without special protection,.was 
stripped off to a height of 18. or 
20 inches when snow prevented 
their feeding on other vegetation, 
he reported. He said it was im- 
possible to estimate the extent of 
the damage, but that he found it 
“everywhere,” especially serious 
near a ravine or woods where rab- 
bits’ were numerous. Without 
bark, of course, the sap cannot rise, 
and the trees die. 


For prevention he suggested a 
commonly used device, a loose gir- 
dle comprising one thickness of 
20-inch wire mesh, placed at the 
base of the young tree when plant- 
ed and left until the tree is five 
or six years old. 


“Bridge grafts” were Seaton’s 
suggestion for treating trees which 
have been girdled. The wound is 
pared clean and bridged by year- 
old twigs, one and one-half to 
two inches apart, to conduct the 
sap. Grafting wax seals the con- 
nection betweén the twigs and the 
edges of the bark, and the whole 
graft is painted over with white 
lead. 

Roses also were an outstanding 
victim of the unusual winter, Paul 
A. Kohl, floriculturist of SHaw’s 
Garden, said the cold had damaged 
all unprotected roses and many 
which were protected. Even the 
climbers, except the very hardiest, 
were straw-covered for the winter 
at Shaw’s Garden, but Kohl had 
found or expected to find frost 
damage in many of the more deli- 
cate varicties.

1928, of Mrs. Marion Shainwald 
Sevier, Irvington, N. Y¥., heiress. 
Shainwald instigated ‘the investiga- 
tion. 

Col. Sevier filed a petition for 
an injunction forbidding an autop- 
sy on his wife’s body, alleging that 
the only reason for holding it was 
based upon the suspicious “‘mouth- 
ings’? of Shainwald, “who asserts 
said decéased was done to death by 
poison,” and who “is insane.” The 
autopsy was delayed pénding a de- 
cision on this petition. 

Mrs. Sevier left her husband a 
$700,000 estate, settizment of 
which is delayed by this investiga- 
tion. An autopsy performed last 
spring confirmed the statement of 
her personal physician, Maj. W. C. 
Whitmore, that death had been 
natural, due to acute cgrdiac dila- 
tation.

Sevier’s death was from natural 
causes. The affidavits stated that 
Maj.

“Millionaire Sheriff” of Hidalgo 
County One of Eight Accused 
by Republicans. 

HOUSTON, Tex., Feb. 28.—Eight ' 
Hidalgo County Democrats, headed 
by A. Y. Baker, Democratic leader 
in the lower Rio Grande Valley, 
have been indicted by a Federas 
grand jury for violation of the na- 
tional election laws. 

The indictments, returned after 
four days’ investigation into the 
Hidalgo County general election of 
1928, charged “conspiracy to injure 
pérsons in the exercise of civil 
rights.”

‘ Letter From Congressman. 


Even more interesting was a let- 
ter from Congressman W. UH. 
Sproul (Rep.), Kansas, written on 
official stationery, and directed to 
Franklin. It said: “I thought you 
might be interested in knowing 
that W. S. Fitzpatrick of the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Co. has been 
for some time in Washington, and 
while here has been stopping with 
National Republican Chairman 
Huston, and while stopping there 
has dined with the President. 
“You understand, perhaps, that 
my predecessor, Mr. Phillip P. 
Campbell, is one of the lobbyists 
for the oil company, and I think 
likewise Mr. Frank Mondell of Wy- 
oming. You will remember that, 
when I succeeded Mr. Campbell, 
he was chairman of the Rulés 
Committee of the House, which at 
that time had a very tremendous 
power over legislation. The com- 
mittee still has a great power, but 
not so much. 

“Mr..Mondell, as you may know, 
is the ex-Republican floor leader 
of the House, and has the reputa- 
tion of being one of the high- 
powered lobbyists for big business. 
“You probably know that Mr. 
Walter Newton, former Repre- 
sentative from Minnesota, is the 
President’s legislative contact man. 
It has occurred to me that a little 
advertising might possibly aid the 
oil tariff cause.”’ 

Enclosed in the letter was a 
clipped newspaper account of Mr.

In the cofrespondence found at 
the Mayflower was a letter from 
Congressman U. §. Stone (Rep.), 
Oklahoma, suggesting that Demo- 
cratic Congressmen from Oklahoma 
and Texas might be compelled to 
vote for the tariff bill if it included 
a duty on oil. This evidently was 
a hint to Republican leaders to in- 
clude the duty in order to get 
Democratic votes for the whole bill. 

“Give Him the Devil.” 

There was a telegram from one 
of Franklin’s ‘‘boys” at the May- 
flower to a colleague in Texas stat- 
ing that Senator Connally -of that 
State was not lining up for the oil 
tariff as well as was desired, and 
urging the recipient to “get half a 
dozen good men to get on the tele- 
phone and give him the devil.” 

Another letter from Joe Danzi- 
ger to Brother Jack at Fort Worth 
outlined various plans for bringing 
pressure on Senators from _ their 
home states. “The home fires are 
the ones that we must keep burn- 


ing,”” he concluded. One of his

suggestions was that the oil inter- 
ests send out letters enclosing $1 
bills to pay for telegrams to the 
TeXas Senators, urging them to 
yote for the oil duty. 

Evidently the “home fires” 
failed to scorch Senator Connally, 
for Joe Danziger wrote to Jack 
that he “must have received 5000 
telegrams by now, and I can’t un- 
derstand why he refuses to listen 
to thé voice of the people.”

PERSHALL HE 
DECLINES TO TALK 
ABOUT ABDUCTION 


East Side Grocer, for Whom 

Ransom Was Paid, ‘Does 

‘Not Wish to Jeopardize 
Family. 


Charles W. Pershall, wealthy 
Granite City chain grocer and 
banker, who was kidnaped last 
week and held for 48 hours until 
his family paid $40,000 ransom, re- 
turned to his home today from a 
short vacation in the South. 

Asked by a Post-Dispatch _re- 
porter to describe the circum- 
stances of his abduction and cap- 
tivity and to say whether he would 


be able to identify the kidnapers, 
Pershall replied: 

“I am not going to say a thing 
at the present time for fear of 
jeopardizing my family and myself. 

“I was pledged to secrecy before 
I was released. Of course you un- 
derstand this isn’t a moral pledge. 
You might call it a_ physical 
pledge.”’ y 

His Purported Story. 

Pershall professed not to under- 
stand how details of his kidnaping 
became public. Reporters have 
been informed by close friends of 
Pershall that the admitted being 
seized by four armed men when ke 
left his home Wednesday night of 
last week to walk two blocks to 
the Granite City Elks’ Club. His 
story, as recalled by his friends, 
was that he was blindfolded and 
taken in an automobile to a house 
where he was held while ransom 
negotiations were carried on with 
his family, that he was treated well 
except for some profane language, 
and that after the $40,000 had 
been turned over to the kidnapers’ 
emissary late last Friday, he was 
put on an East St. Louis street 
corner. 

“T don’t understand how tohse 
stories originated,” rershall said. 
“I did not tell anyone, not even 
members of my immediate fam- 
ily. I was pledged to secrecy and 
was afraid the story might get 
out, even from members of my 
family.” 

Pershal] was asked about the 
statement issued by his eldest son, 
Samuel Pershall, in which he ad- 
mitted the kidnapers had carried 
on negotiations by telephone with 
him (Samuel Pershall) and George 
O. Blockburger, professional bonds- 
man and friend of the family. As 
proof the persons demanding ran- 
som really had his father, Samucl 
Pershall] requested that his father 
write him a note, which was done. 
The son- then raised $40,000 and 
turned it over to Blockburger, who 
said he delivered it to an agent of 
the kidnapers in front of the Mad- 
ison Public School in St. Louis. A 
short time later the son received a 
telephone call from his father, who 
had been released in East St. Louis 
and went after him. 

“My son’s statement is correct, 
and that’s all he knew,” the elder 
Pershall commented. 

Eyes Slightly Irritated. 

When it was remarked that he 
was looking well, Pershall an- 
swered he had not been ill treated. 
His eyes were slightly irritated 
from the blindfolds the kidnapers 
had placed on them. 

Pershall left Granite City Sunday 
evening with his wife, two daugh. 


ters and a brother, visiting another 


brother in Fort Worth, Tex., a sis- 
ter in Tulsa, Ok.. and also stopping 
at Memphis, Tenn. Today he was 
operating his grocery _business as 


usual.

Shoe and Boot Sales Were 
140 Per Cent Over De- 
cember’s, but 20 Below 
January's, 1929. , 


Commerce and industry in the 
| Eighth Federal] Reserve District, of 


which St. Louis is headquarters, 
have shown a moderate improve- 
ment over January, it is declared 
in the monthly review of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank. However, the 
bank points out, the volume of 
business was measureably below 
that of February, 1929, and Febru- 
ary, 1928, this being true of both 
wholesale and retail distribution 
and of most manufacturing lines. 

Although merchandise inven- 
tories generally are of moderate 
proportions, the review goes on, 
there is a general disposition 
among merchants to defer replen- 
ishment of stocks until they have 
a better idea of “likely develop- 
ments during the next few 
months.” 

Department of Labor investiga- 
tions, it is reported, show that the 
employment situation in the dis- 
trict as a whole underwent moder- 
ate improvement in February, in 
contrast with the closing weeks of 
1929 and the first part of January, 
but the number of idle workers 
was larger than at the correspond- 
ing time a year ago. Factories, 
which had been closed for inven- 
tories and repairs, have again hired 
many skilled and unskilled labor- 
ers, but there is a surplus of work- 
ers in a majority of industries. 

Freight Traffic Declines. 

Railroad fréight traffic in the 
district showed a considerable loss 
of yolume as compared with Feb- 
ruary, 1929 and 1928, in all classes 
of freight. and especially in mer- 
chandise, farm products and mis- 
cellaneous classifications, although 
cold weather stimulated coal and 
coke movement. The Terminal 
Railroad here interchanged 208,- 
059 loaded cars in January, com- 
pared with 187,464 in December 
and 240,596 in January, 1929. Jan- 
vary railroad passenger traffic in 
the district was about the same as 
in the corresponding period last 
year. : 

There has been much frregular- 
ity.in commercial collections in the 
past month, the review says, with 
the average below that of the same 
period last year. Settlements. on 
Feb. 1 with wholegalers in the chief 
cities were generally below expec- 
tations and the number of re- 
guests for extensions were more 
numerous than in. recent months, 
the bank reports. : 

There were 170 commercial fail- 
ures, with $3,054,140 in “liabilities 
in the district in January, ¢om- 
pared with 113 with $4,935,058 li- 


abilities in December and 171 with: 


$3,052,720 liabilities in 
1929. 

For the fifth successive month, 
says the review, distribution of au- 
tomobiles in the district decreased 
in January, with sales then the 
smallest for any month in five 
years, except January and Decem- 
ber, 1927, the condition being no- 
ticeable among cars of all grades. 

Boot and Shoe Business. 

Five reporting interests in the 
boot and shoe business showed Jan- 
uary sales as 140 per cent greater 
than those of Decémber, but 20 per 
cent smaller than in January, 1929. 
The demand for overshoes in Jan- 
uary, doubtless due to the bad 
weather, was the best experienced 
in several seasons. 

Another effect of the cold weath- 
er, the review relates, was that the 
sale of seasonal goods in the drug 
and chemical line, notably remedial 
drugs, alcohol and anti-freeze 
preparations for automobiles, was 
in considerable volume, but this 
increasé was more than offset by 
decreases in the sale of staple goods 
ahd heavy chemicals used by man- 
ufacturers. . 

In the building industry, it was 
noted that permits for repair of 
buildings in St. Louis, amounting 
to $147,000 in January, were great- 
er than for new structures.. The 
figure for the latter being only 
$141,000 for 130 projects. There 
were 228 repair permits. In Jan- 
uary, 1929, there were 420 permits 
for new buildings and repairs, ag- 
sregating $1,918,000, principally 
for new work.

“It seéms that every step brings 
@ néw revelation” Nicholson said 
here today, “and one feels: himself 
to be an infinitesimal ‘being in 
‘these gaping underground voids of |: 
blacknéss; surrounded by gigantic 
rock and mestone creations, 
magnificent, fantastic and startling, 
which are..disclosed as shafts of 
light from your fiahd lamp pierce 
the darkness.” 

Two Miles Under Ground. 

Two previous parties reached the 
entrance to this new room, — but 
Nicholson. was the first to explore 
its interior. The room is more 
than two miles under ground from 
the entrance. A tunnel branches 
off to the right from the main cor- 
ridor, shortly before the big rbom 
is reached. This tunnel] leads to 
the gorgeously afrayed king's 
palace, from which branches ‘to 
the right the green room and to the 
left the queen’s room. : 

From the queen's room Nichol 
son made his way through an Un- 
pathed tunnel into the immense 
unexplored room. He has explored 
most of the 23 miles of known 
parts of the cavern, which includes 
the big'‘room, in which a 15-story 
office building could be built with- 
out touching the ceiling, to fa- 
miliarize himsélf with the work 


The party as an expedition, how- 
ever, has not started concentrated 
work. Air currents are a major 
consideration with Nicholson< ™m 
mapping out a program for direet- 
ing his party: He will enter-n6 
tunnels the ends .of which are 
known, but will _Cenfihe himeelf 
to unexplored places with distinct 
air-currents and follow those rooms 
and tunnels if possible to tysis 
ends. 

170-Foot Drop. ) 

The first exployers of the pre® 
ent known portion of the cavern 
had their thrills. There is a 179- 
foot drop into blackness from the 
mouth of the cave to the first level, 
Jim White an dother early cowboy 
exployers made this original de 
scent*on a rope, wondering when 
they would reach bottom. 

The next method: of descent was 
an iron bucket which held two 
persons, and which was lowered 
and raised by cable and windlass, 
operated with a basoline engine. 
Visitors’ hair stood: ‘up when an 
overlapping of the cable on the 
windlass gave the bucket a mo- 
mentary drop, or when the gasoline 
engine “acted up’’ and left the 
bucket suspended in midair for a 
few moments.

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POLICE QUELL REPUBLICAN 
DEMONSTRATION IN MADRID 


With Sabers Disperse Crowds Shouting 
“Death to King!” After Ex-Premier Sanchez 
Guerra Declares Against Monarch. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Feb. 28.—Metropoli- 
tan Spain today was swept by a 
tide of republicanism and_  anti- 
monarchial demonstrations after a 
public pronouncement by Jose An- 
tonio Sanchez Guerra, former Pre- 
mier and bitter enemy of the late 
dictatorship, in. which he said: “I 


will never again serve the present 
King.”’ 

Thousands of persons gathered 
in the streets of Madrid and fought 
with police who attempted to seize 
their red banners and silence their 
shouts of “Down with the King!” 
and “Death to the King!” ‘Ten 
civilians were arrested and one 
man was injured seriouslye in a 
clash outside the theater in which 
the former Premier’s speech was 
delivered. 

Gen. Damaso Berenguer, the new 
Spanish Premier, announced that 
henceforth all public political 
speeches would be prohibited. 
Many of the most prominent lead- 
ers Of all parties had been prepar- 
ing public pronouncements, but 
this decision apparently upsets 
their plans, 


Martial Law Possible. 


It is thought the Government will 
proclaim martial law if necessary 
to maintain order. That was the 
construction placed upon the fol- 
lowing declaration of Gen. Marzo, 
Minister of the Interior: 

“The Government could not have 
been moge tolerant than it has 
been. I am most pained that that 
tolerance is being abused by the 
elements causing disturbance 
This obliges the Government to 
take whatever energetic measures 
are necessary. Public peace must 
be preserved.” 

“The disorders which have taken 
place,” Premier Berenguer told 
newspaper men, “although lacking 
in importance, serve to demonstrate 
that the Government cannot per- 
mit, all of a sudden, the spread of 
political propaganda. We must, on 
the contrary, put on the brakes, be- 
cause certain elements which have 
nothing to do whatever with poli- 
tics, take advantage of these op- 
portunities to further their own 
ends.” 

Speech Creates Furore. 


Sanchez Guerra’s speech had 
been widely advertised. 

Republicans expected him to 
espouse their cause. The Zarzuela 
Theater was packed and 2000 per- 
sons stood outside. The statesman 
was applauded for several minutes 
when he ascended the rostrum. 

To the stanchest of the repub- 
lican adherents the speech which 
followed was a disappointment. The 
former Premier did not say he 
hoped for a republic. He did say 
that the movement for a republic 
in Spain was stronger than ever

and that the country soon might 
adopt that form of government. 
He denied that he had become 
a Republican personally, and then 
in his peroration declared: “I shall

His words brought a storin of 
acclamation, mingled with cries 
of disapprobation. Outside the 
crowd accepted his speech as a 
pronouncement for a republic ani 
when he left the building he wus 
greeted joyfully. 

Police Sabers Scatter Students. 

Mounted police with drawn sa- 
bers scattered a crowd of several 
hundred students, who, excite by 
the speech, started to parade 
toward the royal palace, shoating: 
“Down with the monarchy! Long 
live the republic!” 

Some of the stores hurricdiy 
closed their doors and lowered 
steel shutters when they heard the 
students approach but the demon- 
stration was short-lived and no 
rioting developed. Dispersed in one 
quarter the crowd gathered in an- 
other. Conflicts between the dem- 
onstrators and police followed un- 
til far into the night. 

Sanchez Guerra in his speech 
said the present King, Alfonso 
XII, instead of using his oppor- 
tunity to become Spain’s greatest 
ruler, had acquiesced in the Primo 
De Rivera dictatorship, to the con- 
sequent detriment of Spain. He 
demanded that Parliament be re- 
stored and fix responsibility for 
the recent dictatorship, and deter- 
mine the form of Spain’s future 
government—all within the law 
and without violence or rebellion. 

Sanchez Guerra became conser- 
vative Premier in March, 1922. In 
the latter part of 1928 he led an 
abortive revolt against the dicta- 
De Rivera for 
which he was tried for sedition. 
He was imprisoned on a battleship, 
but retently was pardoned by the 
new Premier, Gen. Damaso Beren- 
guer. 


Fights in Barcelona When Crowd 
Seeks Copies of Specch., 
By the Associated Press. 
BARCELONA, Feb. 28.—Cries of 
“Down with the Government” were 
heard in a demonstration here last 
night. A crowd of 1000 persons 
stormed a newspaper vendor seek- 
ing copies of extra editions in 
which former Premier Sanchez 
Guerra’s speech at Madrid was 
published. Fights resulted, the po- 
lice intervening and arresting two 
persons. Then the crowd turned 
on the police and demanded re- 
lease of those detained. The po- 
lice arrested three more while the 
crowd shouted epithets and de- 
nunciations of the Government.

nant. The amendment, proposed 
by Pierre Cot of France, follows: | 

“Members of the League agree 
that they will carry out in good 
faith any award that may be ren- 
dered and that they will not under- 
take any action against any mem- 
ber of the League which complies 
therewith. 

“If the parties are unable in 
their individual action to insure 
carrying out the award, the Coun- 
cil shall, by unanimous vote of the 
members thereof other than rep- 
resentatives of one or more of the 
parties, propose what measures of 
all kinds should be taken to give 
effect thereto.” 

After a long discussion this aft- 
ernoon the French amendment to 
Article XIII and other proposals 
were referred to a subcommittee 
for a compromise. The committee 
then adopted an amendment to 
Article XII, drafted by a sub- 
committee, as follows: 

“Members of the league agree 
that if there should arise between 
them any dispute likely to lead to 
rupture they will have recourse for 
its settlement to pacific means 
only. 

“If the disagreement continues, 
the dispute shall be submitted 
either to arbitration or judicial 
settlement or to inquiry of the 
council. Members. of the league 
agree that they will in no case 
resort to war for the solution of 
their dispute.” 


TARDIEU HOPES TO FORM 
NEW CABINET BY MONDAY 


Briand Accepts Office of Foreign 
Minister, Only Pest Actually

PARIS, Feb. 28.—Although dif- 


ficulties in the way of formation 
of a strong ministry became stead- 
ily more apparent today, Andre 
Tardieu, Premier-designate, con- 
tinued his consultations. 

Tardieu said he expected to have 
a Cabinet at least by Monday and 
would appear in the Chamber of 
Deputies with his'ministerial' decla- 
ration on Thursday. He gaid he 
hoped to send a delegation to the 
London naval conference shortly 
afterward. 

Only one place in the Cabinet 
actually has been filled. Aristide 
Briand last night accepted the post 
of Foreign Minister. 

Tardieu . this morning again 
sought the advice of Raymond 
Poincare as to how to proceed in 
formation of a Goyernment. It 
was thought Poincare told him to 
proceed with his slow methodical 
canvass of the various party lead- 
ers and their subordinates. The 
method has aroused the resentment 
of the Socialists, who met this 
morning and passed a resolution 
describing Tardieu’s delay as a 
“scandalous comedy.” The Social- 
ists charged that by waiting Tar- 
dieu hoped to’ bring public opinion:

When Parliament is asked to 
pass the necessary legislation, 
which it is expected will drastically 
curb exports of Canadian liquor to 
the United States, a big majority 
is expected for the bill. The Lib- 
erals will support it almost solidly. 
The Liberal-Progressives will also 
vote solidly and the Farmer group 
will indorse the proposals. 

The Opposition is expected 
divide on the question. 

It will cost Canada over $20,- 
000,000 in excise taxes alone to 
prohibit this traffic. The exports 
of whisky from Canada to the 
United States in the calendar year 
ending December, 1929, were $17,- 
565,165, with $2,786,591 worth of 
ale and beer. Those were the 
recorded exports and do’ not in- 
clude the liquor smuggled over 
without export record. 

At present the Government has 
no power to refuse clearances so 
long as the excise duty is paid. 

The refusal of clearances is in- 
rterpreted as a friendly gesture by 
Canada to the United States. Can- 
ada will then be entirely clear of 
the whole business and the problem 
will then be entirely one for the 
United States to deal with. In ad- 
dition Canada has a standing offer 
to the United States to co-operate 
in every possible way to curb illicit 
traffic.

The question will be considered 
in connection. with a letter by Rab- 
bi Samuel S. Mayerberg of Kansas 
City, demanding that the board

of the University of Missouri.” . Dr. 
Mayerberg's letter, addressed to the 
board, was written following the re- 
cent resignation of Dr. James Har- 
vey Rogers, professor of econom- 
ics. In resigning, Dr. Rogers said 
he thought freedom of research had 
been. curtailed at Ahe university. 

Prof. Max Meyer, head of the 
psychology department, recently re- 
turned to his post, after a year’s 
suspension, following circulation of 
a sex questionnaire among the stu- 
dent body. 

“TI have spoken personélly to 
many members of the faculty, and 
they have told me that many of 
the men are in mental terror lest 
some of their scientific presenta- 
tions bring them to the academic 
guillotine,” Dr. Mayerberg said in 
hig letter. Continuing, Dr. Mayer- 
berg said, unless immediate steps 
were taken “to discover the truth 
of this whole situation.” he would 
appeal to Gov.

According to the Department of Agri- 
culture statistics, in the World Almanac, 
the total value of all farm products ie 
$12,000,000,000, Of this amount, the 
wool crop is only worth $100,000,000, or 
less than 1 per cent of the total products 
of the farm. So even the average farm- 
er is paying a heavy tax for the protec- 
tion of the comparatively insignificant 
wool crop. 

But the value of the sheep and lambs 
on American farms is $456,000,000. This 
means that 78 per cent of their value 
is meat and 22 per cent wool. Yet the 
Senate has increased the duty on foreign 

601 to 34 cents per pound, scoured, al- 
though the average price now obtain- 
able on American farms is not over 30 
cents, unscoured. From the alleged ne- 
cessity of such a duty it would appear 
that foreign wool is almost worthless, but 
the truth is that it is about on a parity 
with ours. 

This tariff sop to the farmer is merely 
an excuse for boosting the tariff on man- 
ufactures to an average of about 100 per 
cent and charging the American con- 
sttmer up to the highest limit for any- 
thing woolen.

When an Ordinance Is Not One. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcp 
READ with a great deal of inter- 
est in that great St. Louis weekly, 
the Transit Néws, that we have an ordl- 
nance in the City of St. Louis forbidding 
the giving away of street car transfers.

This is Attorney-General William D. Mitchell. Mr. 
Mitchell aroused this expectation of him by announc- 
ing some time ago that the Government would desist 
from wire tapping to catch bootleggers, notwithstand- 
ing the United States Supreme Court has held this 
practice constitutional. He has now followed with a 
letter to Chairman Capper of the Senate Committee 
on District of Columbia Affairs in whith he advises 
against a proposal to subject the homes of the citizens 
of the national capital to unreasonable search and 
seizure for the purpcse of making prohibition ef- 
fective. These lines from Mr. Mitchell's letter are 
remindful of Justice Brandeis’ famous declaration 
in the wire tapping case that “if the Government be- 
comes a lawbreaker it breeds contempt for law; it 
invites every man to become a law unto himself; it 
invites anarchy”: | 
The Government, by viola the constitu- 
tional rights of the citizen, not be placed 
_ in a better position than it otherwise would be 
in. Ih the long run néthing will be gained for 
the cause of law enforcement by such means. 
Sadly enough, this propcesal has been made in a 
resolution by Senator Howell of Nebraska, ordinari- 
ly one of the most liberal men in the Senate. The 
resolution would permit issuance of search war- 
ratits to enter homes in tt> District of Columbia 
upon information that liquor was delivered to them 
or that they contained stills. In Washington, as in 
every other American city, the people drink in their 
homes, liquor is delivered to them there, and human 
invention has contrived to thwart tyranny by the 
improvisation of kitchen breweries and basement 
distilleries. Senator Howell wants to throw the con- 
stitutional guarantees of the people into the Poto- 
mac so General Crosby, whom Mr. Hoover has com- 
missioned to cléan up Washington, can go in after 
all this stuff, drag the people out of their homes, 
and cart the whole catch off to jail. He wants to 
give the people of Washington a touch of the terror 
which Southern Europe knew in the time of Torque 
mada, and he wants to turn loose upon 600,000 peo- 
ple a horde of spies, -tale-bearers, eavesdroppers, 
key-hole observers, Paul Prys and Peeping Toms. 
What a travesty that would be upon the Land of the 
Free! 
Mr. Mitchell is against it. While Mr. Hoover re- 
mains silent on the gravest issue the American peo- 
ple have faced since slavery; while his Law Enforce- 
ment Commission disappoints the expectation that it 
would speak out and tell the people the truth; while 
Congress abjectly dances to the tune of the Anti- 
Saloon League; and while all the rest of the world 
laughs at us for our hypocrisy, Mr. Mitchell at 
least is neither blind nor afraid. 
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BRIDGE AND INFERIORITY. 
We learn from Dr. Alfred Adler, father of the

In our opinion no sound objection has been made 
to letting the railroads use the Free Bridge on an 
equitable rental basis, nor has any objector ven- 
tured to show the city how it can free the vehicle 
deck of the Eads Bridge at a lesser rent than the 
Terminal asks for it. 

This should bring the bridge ordinance down to 
very simple terms. committee appointed by the 
Chamber of Commerce makes no objection that can- 
not be worked out in the details of such an agree 
‘ment. It makes only two major suggestions: (1) 
that the arrangement with respect to Eads Bridge 
should include the tunnel and the railroad deéck, as 
wéll as the vehicle deck; (2) that the wisdom of 
making the city responsible for new approaches to 
the Free Bridge be carefully weighed. 

The first is a constructive suggestion. Such an 
arrangement may be worked out in time as the 
growth of the city alters the relation of Eads Bridge 
to the downtown business section. It is not, how- 
evér, a consideration which should delay ridding the 
taxpayers of an approximate $500,000 a year to main- 
tain the Free Bridge. The railroads want to use it, 
and the Board of Aldermen has full power to fit the 
rates to the traffic. As to the city paying for new ap- 
proaches, that would be to keep faith with the people 
who voted funds for the Free Bridge upon the condi- 
tion that it should remain forever the free property 
of the municipality. The city considers that it wants 
to keép that bargain with the people, and the uses 
made of the bridge by the railroads should be abund- 
antly able to pay it out. 

Debate on the proposed ordinance is not yet closed 
by the Board of Aldermen, although apparently the 
objections are about all in. Most of them have arisen 
from misunderstanding. A few have resulted in 
néeded amendments. No convincing case has been 
made against what would be a mutual accommoda- 
tion. Mayor Miller felt that because of objections 
to the proposed arrangement as to Eads Bridge the 
ordinance should pertain only to the Free Bridge. 
We do not think that the objections to the proposal 
with respect to Eads Bridge have justified leaving 
it out of the ordinance. Certainly none of them is 
insurmountable. 

Mr. Muench, the City Counselor, is to be con- 
gratulated upon the effectiveness with which he has 
met objections to the ordinance and the fairness 
with which he welcomes suggestions to better it.

Presidents of 
both roads have indicated their dissatisfaction with 
that phase of the report divorcing the new sys 
tem from its ownership of the Burlington, which 
furnishes its access to Chicago.

One of the interesting features of the merger is 
that it partially reverses the opinion handed down 
by the Supreme Court 26 years ago in the celebrated 
Northern Securities case. The Supreme Court re 
fused to sanction a program similar to that author- 
ized by the Commission on the ground that it would 
be an illegal combination in violation of anti-trust 
laws. Northern Pacific and Great Northern are al- 
most parallel railroads and, acccrding to evidence 
offered at the hearings, operate under severe com- 
petitive conditions. 

It is the destruction of this competition that dis- 
turbs Commissioner McManamy, who taxes the ma- 
jority with “complete disregard of the specific man- 
date of Congress that competition shall be preserved 
as fully as possible.” Commissioner Eastman agrees 
with his colleague on this point, and expresses con- 
cern over the feasibility of a cash transaction in- 
volving $340,000,000 which could only be swung, he 
thinks, by a holding company of friendly interests. 
As reasons for its sanction, the majority cites various 
railroading advantages of the merger, as well as an- 
nual economies aggregating more than $10,000,000, 
the latter being disputed by both dissenting Com- 
missioners. 

The incident revives fears of the feasibility and 
wisdom of the general consolidation plan recently an- 
nounced by the Commission. . 
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TWO VANISHING SPECIES. 

It is disturbing to learn that unless positive action 
is taken two more animals are likely to join the group 
of extinct species wiped from the face of the earth by 
man’s thoughtless rapacity. The whale and the musk 
ox, according to latest reports, may very possibly go 
the way of the passenger pigeon, the dodo and the 
great auk. Canada has closed the Thelon game sanc- 
tuary in an effort to preserve the scattered remnant 
of the great herds of musk ox that once roamed the 
whole Northwest. About 250 have taken shelter in 
the Thelor sanctuary and in future no person will be 
allowed to enter this area of 16,000 square miles with- 
out written permission. : 

The whale, while it still exists in far greater num- 
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bers, is being hunted today with ships equipped so 
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from public utility operating companies was ex- 
plained to the Federal Trade Commission by John 
H. Bickley, an accountant. It is the custom of hold- 
ing companies to charge operating companies under 
their control a certain percentage of their profits 
for “supervisory serviees.” Mr. Bickley showed that 
78 cents out of each dollar so collected from sub 
sidiaries for the last 13 years was clear profit. 

In 1928, the American Gas & Electric Co. collected 
$2,228,019 for services which cost only $586,759, net- 
ting the tremendous profit of $1,641,260. One sub 
sidiary, Appalachian Power Co., paid in 1917 service 
fees of $971,000, or $262,000 more than the cost of 
service to all of the holding company’s subsidiaries. 
{In 1918, another operating unit, Ohio Power Co., paid 
$316,392 more than cost of service to all subsidiaries. 
In addition, subsidiaries were required to pay a per- 
centage of the holding company’s operating expense, 
amounting in 1928 to $576,400, including $131,473 for 
salaries of five executives. 

Under the unit system of public utilities, rates 
charged to consumers went merely for the operation 
and profit of the individual plant. Under the hold- 
ing company system, consumers must not only sup- 
port ‘the local company, but they must pay tithes 
to a distant organization related only indirectly to 
the public utility business. We grant that some 
times the “supervisory services” for which the op- 
erating companies are taxed are sometimes of real 
importance. But more often it is merely a phrase 
to disguise a species of extortion. 

Mr. Bickley’s expose of the shameless manner in 
which holding companies have preyed upon con- 
sumers shows that the United States is already in 
the grip of an economic feudalism. The pockets 
of the people are being picked by a financial colos- 
sus which has up to the present escaped govern- 
mental regulation. No more important or pressing 
duty rests upon Congress than to devise ways and 
means of coping with the problem.

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“UNDERSTAND ART 


That Is More Important Than 
Liking It, Prof. R. W. 
Brown Says in Lecture. 


“The ‘history of art,” remarked 
Rollo Walter Brown of Cambridge, 
Mass., yesterday are the Art Mu- 
seum, is largely the history of 
the pseudo-artists who have been 
popular at a given moment.” 

“New Forms of -Art—Do They 
Get Us Anywhere?” was the ques- 
tion discussed by*Brown, writer on 
topics artistic and literary. 

Brown attempted to find a mid- 
dle ground between women who 
coo about Whistler, “interesting— 
but absolutely -old-fashioned!”’ and 
Nicholas Murray Butler, “who said 
and reiterated that we have, living 
téday, not one great poet, one great 
religious leader, thinker—and so 
on.”’ 

“Between the two, the platter is 
licked pretty clean,” the lecturer 
remarked. And then he quoted a 
contemporary review of Chopin, his 
“cutting discords, horrible deform- 
ities of melody and rhythm.” The 
reviewer though “a master” would 
have torn Chopin’s work to pieces, 
and he sighed after the contrast- 
ing excellencies of Field. 

Brown asked if any of his lis- 
teners had heard of “Field.” No- 
body had. Then he asked if any- 
one knew the idol of American 
poetry in Civil War times. Thers 
were no guesses. He named Nathan- 
iel Parker Willis, asked if anyone 
had heard of him, and again drew 
a complete blank. 

“Now,” he said, “Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler doesn’t know whether 
or not we have those great men in 
the arts. In the first place, Dr. 
Butler is temmperamentally, rather 
removed from knowing. Apart from 
that, it must be evident to you that 
no one can know about his contem- 
poraries. 

“McDowell, certainly the most 
imaginative of American compo- 
gers, was in Dr. Butler’s own fac- 
ulty at Columbia University. Fif- 
teen years ago Edwin Arlington 
Robinson was working, almost un- 
known, right in the shadow of the 
university.” 

The speaker traced the history 
of an idea from its conception by 
“the innovator” to its demise in 
“an organization to promote the 
idea, which goes on after its mem- 
bers have forgotten what the idea 
is.

Demand of Attorney-General 
Preliminary to Filing of Suit 
Against New Merger. 


_ District Attorney Breuer has 
been directed by the Attorney- 


General's office in Washington to/| 


furnish the record of the famous 
Standard Oil Co. dissolution suit, 
decided in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court here in 1911. 

The message to the District At- 
torney stated that the Government 
contemplated instituting suit, 
chargnig a violation of the 1911 


' decree, which was based upon the 


Sherman anti-trust law. 

The Government's move is the 
result of the announcement, made 
last Saturday, that the parent 
Standard Oil Co.* of New York 
planned a merger with the Vacuum 
Oil Co. 

In the announcement of the 
merger plan, made by the two 
companies to their stockholders, it 
was stated that the stockholders 
would not be asked to pass on the 
proposed consolidation contract 
until the legality of the merger was 
passed on by the courts. It was 
stated that the Government had 
been informed of the plan, and had 
indicated its purpose to institute 
proceedings in equity, as a_ test 
case. 

The plan is to create a new com- 
pany to be known as the General 
Petroleum Corporation, to acquire 
the assets of Standard Oil of New 
York and of the Vacuum Oil Co. 
Inc. The new company would 
have a market value of $1,100,000.- 
000 on the basis of current stock 
quotations, and would be second in 
size only to the Standard Oil. Co. 
of New Jersey. which has a market 
value of $1,500.000,000. The trade 
name “Socony’’ would be retained 
and two subsidiary companies, to 
bé known as Standard Oil Co., Inc.. 
and Vacuum Oil Co., Inc., would 
be formed. 

The dissolution suit was insti- 
tuted in the United States 
Circuit Court here in 1906, 
when Theodore Roosevelt was 
President and William H. 
Moody was Attorney-General. It 
mamed as defendants John OD. 
Rockefeller, William Rockefeller, 
Henry H. Rogers, Henry M. Flag- 
ler, John D. Archbold, Oliver H. 
Payne, Charles M. Pratt and about 
40 oil refining and pipe line com- 
panies. The offenses alleged were 
combination in restraint of trade, 
and price fixing. 

The decree, handed down in 
1911 by Circuit Judges Sanborn, 
Hook and Adams, was sustained in 
the same year by the United States 
Supreme Court, in an opinion writ- 
ten by Chief Justice White. 

As first prepared by the Circuit 
Court, the decree ordered dissolu- 
tion within 30 days, but the Su- 
preme Court extended this period 
to six months. 

Provisions of Decrte. 

The decree, as revised by the 
Circuit Court after the Supreme 
Court’s ruling, enjoined and pro- 
hibited the officers and directors 
of Standard Oil from entering, in| 
future, any like combination, the 
effect of which would be to re-' 
strain commerce in petroleum or | 
its products, or to combine illeg- 
ally two or more potentially com- 
petitive companies. 

The directors were forbidden to 
place the control] of any of the cor- 
porations in the hands of any trus- 
tee or group of trustees, or to cause‘ 
its stock or property to be held by 
others than its equitable owners. 
or to effect any similar dev'-e. 


They were forbidden, in future, to 
make any expressed or implied 
agreement like the one that had 
been found unlawful, relative to 
corporate control and management, 
or relative to price or terms of 
gale, or rates of transportation, of 
petroleum and its products, in in- 
terstate or internationa] commerce. 

The foregoing part of the decree, 
it is thought, is the basis of the 
Government's prospective test suit. 


MELLON'S PLAN TO AVOID 
DOUBLE TAXATION BY NATIONS 


Appearing Before House Commit- 
tee, He Advocates Re- ~ 
ciprocal Exemption. 

By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Re-, 


ciprocal exemption as the best 
method of avoiding taxation of the 
same income, profits or property 
by this and one or more other 
countries was advocated before the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
today by Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon. . 

Appearing at a hearing on Chair- 
man Hawley's bill to reduce inter- 
national double taxation, in which 
have been incorporated his frec- 
ommendations as to the manner in 
which this Government could par- 
ticipate in a world-wide effort to 
solve this problem, Mellon said 
there were two lines of approach. 

The first, he said, is by treaty 
with one or more countries, which 
involves mutual concessions in re- 
spect of the taxation of nationals 
of the treaty-making countries. He 
gave as objections to this plan that 
the concessions were more likely to 
be based on bargaining than on 
sound principles of taxation, and 
that this method resulted in the 
taxation by the United States of 


the nationals of different coun- | 


tries on dissimilar bases. 

The second plan, he explained, 
was exemplified by the present 
law covering the taxation of ship- 
ping profits and authorizing the 
exemption of foreign shipping 
profits providing those of Amersi- 
can companies are exempt from 
taxation in foreign countries.

CONGRESSMAN FREED. 
AT TRIAL FOR FRAUD 


Chicagoan and Son Acquitted 
of Obtaining Money Under 
False Pretenses. 


By the Associatec Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—Congress- 
man Stanley H. Kunz, 66-year-old 
Northwest Side Democratic leader, 
and his son, Stanley Jr., were freed 
by a jury late yesterday of charges 
of operating a confidence game 
and of obtaining money under 
false pretenses. The jury was out 
two hours. 

The indictments against Kunz 
and his son were returned several 
weeks ago after Walter Truckow- 
ski, an ‘applicant for a police posi- 
tion, said he gave them $400 to 
intercéde with the Civil Service 
Commission in his behalf. 

At the time, Kunz said the $400 
was a loan and in court he pro- 
duced a receipt to show repay- 
ment.

Kunz gave as his reason for this 
that he wished the case “cleared 
up” before he began his campaign 
for renomination in the spring pri- 
mary. 

As soon as he thanked members 
of the jury, Kunz went to the City 
Hall to file for Ward Committee- 
man, getting in his petition just

Half a Day Off Enough, 


When he rounded out his half 
century back of the wicket three 
years ago he celebrated by taking 
a half day off.

If you are sick, an- 
other. The signature of a man 
who has been drinking differs from 
that when he is sober.”

MIAMI Fila. Feb. 238.—Lou 
Magnolia’s action in declaring Jack 
Sharkey thea winner and refusing 
to allow Phil Scott's claim of foul 
in last night's fistic fiasco was for- 
mally upheld today by the Miami 
Boxing Commission. The chairman 
ofthe Commission. The chairman 
olds, advised Magnolia that his ac- 
tion was unanimously supported. 

Jimmy Johnston, Scott's mana- 
ger, declared his intention of fil- 
ing a protest. MacReynolds indi- 
cated no protest would be enter- 
tained. 

Scott is said te have suffered so 
much pain after the right that it 
was necessary to administer mor- 
phia at 5 o’clock this morning to 
get him te sleep. After breakfast, 
Scott was taken to a sdlarium for 

treatment of the traumatism of the 
right sciatia nerve and also stom- 
ach muscles. He was able to walk. 

Jack Sharkey’s manager. Johnny 
Buckley, lost no time in issuing 4a 
statement claiming the world’s 
championship. Buckley said the 
claim would be filed with the Mas- 
sachusetts Boxing Commission. He 
expressed willingness, however, to 
have Sharkey fight Max Schmet- 
ing in June, with the chamipion- 
ship at stake. 

Referee Magnolia today repeated 
his assertion that he saw ho foul 
blow. and also issued a statement 
attacking Scott’s manager both for 
attempting to “put one over on 
him,” after Johnston had. pro-+ 
nounced Magnolia a suitable ref- 
eree, and for saying that he (Mag- 
nolia) should have disqualified 
Sharkey twice in the third round. 

Magnola's Statement. 

Referee Magnolia issued this 
statement this afternoon: 

“When Scott went down fol- 
lowing a blow to the thigh, 
which in my opinion was not suf- 
ficient te warrant disqualifica- 
tion. I immediately had in my 
mind the distinct understanding 
that was -eached at Jimmy 
Johnson's insistence that Scott 
was not to be called the victor on 
a foul. 

“Thereupon to carry out to the 
letter his own agreement. I or- 
dered Scott to his corner and in- 
formed Johnston that he could 
have a doctor examine Scott. I 
told Johnston that Scott would 
have to continue or lose the fight 
and Scott agreed te carry on 
after a short rest. 

“T said absolutely nothing to 
Johnston about disqualifying 
Sharkey. I would not think of 
disqualifying a fighter for land- 
ing a thigh blow once.” 

Magnolia declared, in a talk with 
newspapermen later, that in his 
opinion Scott was prepared to 
claim a foul under any and al! cir-

Having been in the business so 
long, De Foe naturally has some 
definite opinions in regard to the 
fighters of the past and present.
